The opportunities I have had when I had the 
honour of attending ſome of his majeſty's forces, 
furniſhed me daily with a number of objects lavour- 
ing under this dreadſul malady, from the ſliguteſt 
infection to its moſt malignant ſtatcg. For ſome time 
I purſued the beaten path of practice, ſevere purg- 
ing, mercurials, &c. &c. and rely mull contels 
my cures were tedious, and my patients obnoxious 
to themſelves and others. The ill effects that me- 
thod of treating vencreal complaints met with, Was 


eee che cauſe of the deepeſt cogitations. 
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J conſulted the opinions of authors of the fri emi- 


nence, and by their aſſiſtance, and the experience 
I had obtained, I fabricatcd a remedy, which gave 


me more ſatisfaction, by expediting my cures, and 


that with greater eaſe to my patients, than the pre- 
ſent methods, which rather injure than affiit the 
afflicted. Animated with this ſucceſs, I, with the 
utmoſt aſſiduity, in a ſeries of experiments, came 
to the pertect kno ledge of the venereal infection, 


and method of cure; Band having with no ſmall

However odd and extraordinary my deviating 
from the general rule of treating this diſeaſe may 
appear, the deviation is abſolutely neceſſary; it is 
founded on reaſon, and the reſult of a ſucceſsful 
practice. My enemies, I make no doubt, will give 
me the appellation of a dealer in noſtrums: but I 
beg leave to aſſure the unprejudiced reader, that 
the baſis ot this medicine is pointed out by fome of 
the moſt learned profeſſors that ever appeared in

Before I proceed: further in this dats I beg 
leave to make ſome obſervations on the preſent _ 
mode of treating venereal complaints.

In conſequence of this purgation the heat of urine 


may be ſomewhat abated, and the other ſymptoms 
appear more mild ; the patient is now aſſured he is 


almoſt well; and the running is immediately en- 


deavcured to be ſtopped by injections, or ſome other 


means equally as detrimental. What muit then | 


be the reſult of ſuch proceedings ? The diforder 
now changes its courſe : the diſcharge pointed out 
by nature, to carry off the vencreal virus, being 
ſtopped, the poiſon conveys itſelf to the blood, 


and, in combination with the mercury, torments the 
unha py patient in various manners: c::ntinual or 


flying pains ſeize the head or limbs; the eyes be- 
come lore, the palms of che hands dry and hor, 
ulcers in the noſe, throat, or private parts; blotches, 


ſcabs, or a dry ſcurf, appear on the ſkin; ſwellings 


in the groin called buboes, ard many other ſymp- 
toms, which will be taken notice of in due courſe. 
The laſt :ymptom, however, is the molt favourable, 
the venereal poiſon being thrown, by a critical diſ- 


charge from the blood, on the lymphatic glands of 


the groin, and, if properly managed, will ſhortly 


relieve the patient: but the operation of the knife 


or cauſtick being terrifying circumſtances to the 


patient, he readily agrees to have it put back, not 


knowing the conſequences that enſue trom that raſh 
ſtep; the infection is thrown a ſecond time into the 


blood, where it e me the patient in different 


ways, as before- mentioned. 
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The diſeaſed perſon by this time finde himſelf in 
a worſe ſituation than at firſt; and is now probably 
induced by ſonie pompous advertiſement, which 
daily appears in the news. papers, offering, one per- 


nicious compound or another, laid out to delude 
the unwary ; I lay, this bajt he readily ſwallows, 


and innocently perſeveres in, until proceſs of time 


convinces him his money 1s thrown away, and his 


conſtitution reduced to the loweſt ebb: a conſump- 
tion next ſucceeds, which acts the friendly part, for 


in a ſhort time it puts a period to the diſorder, and 


the unhappy ſufferer O like. 


Our patient being now cured | effectually. I ſhall 
next proccad to give a ſhort detail of quacks, and 
their medicines, by which, and the following occur— 
rences, the reader may aſcertain a knowledge of a ſet 
of people he probably thinks does not exiſt. 


A gentleman of fortune, who had in his juvenile 
days contracted the vener al infection, and had rea- 
ſon to imagine he had been unſkilfully treated, and 
that the poiſor {t:1] remained lurking in his blood, 
ſeat for 2 jamous empiric, who, with a boaſted 
noſtrum] .. made his appearance within theſe few | 
years. The gentieman explained the caſe, and 
aſked this genius if he could relieve him without the 
aſſiſtance ot mercury, having been ſufficiently tor- 
tured with that unmerciful mineral already, To 
this he anſwered in the affirmative. Upon which 
the gentleman ,conſented, and the cure was imme- 
diately proceeded on, which was managed with 
ſuch dexterity, that the patient was in a high ſali- 
vation in a few days. Not a little exaſperated at 
finding himſelf deceived, and in ſuch a ſituation, 
he lent for this wonder of the age, who declared

Seven grains of mercurius dulcis, or ſweet 


mercury, mixed with a little conſerve of roſes, in 


the form of a bolus, and given every other night, 


until the patient was brought into the ſtate men- 


tioned.— This ſtory was told me by a perſon of ve- 
racity, who prepared and adminiſtered the medicines

As another inſtance: 


Some few years ago a lock in my houſe being 


out of order, I ſeat for a neighbouring ſmith, who 


frequently did jobrs for me. On my ſervant's re- 


turn, he told me, that this man was ſent to priſon 
for debt. In a ſhort time afterwards, I met this 


honeſt vulcan, dreſſed with a tie-wig, ſword, &c. 
This metamorphoſis ſurprized me much; and when 
I came home, I enquired of my ſervant, how the 
{mith lived fince he came out of gaol? He told me 
he had commenced doctor, and produced a hand- 
bill, wherein he recommends himſelf to the world 
as a phyſician of upwards of forty years practice,

Fallibility of their methods, after ſalivation and every 
other means has proved ineffectual. Such are the 


impoſtors that abound in this metropolis, which is 
the cauſe of our Hoſpitals being daily crowded with 


miſerable objects labouring under this raging ma- 
lady; yet they find unthinking people credulous 
enough to believe in their impoſitions, until -woful 


experience convinces them of their error, When too 
late. It would fill ſeveral volumes to relate the 
knaviſh practices of theſe pretenders to phylic, 


whoſe entire aim is to get money by ruining the 


conſtitutions of their fellow creatures. Theſe gentry 
J once thought beneath my notice: nor would I 


have mentioned them here, only that I am ſenſible

latter grow cancerous, eſpecially by uling irritat-

are more often cauſed by a confirmed Shag & Jocal

Having, 1 now given a brief deſcription 5 the 
principal ſymptoms of the firſt ſtage of the vene- 
real infection, I will proceed to give an account 
of the ſecond ſtage, I mean that Dart. of it which 
will be neceſſary for the inſtruction of the diſcaſed;

The Kreft diſorders of the genital Pane in- 


creaſe, or become more malignant, or break out 


again, after. being probably pronounced cured, or 


elſe ariſe anew where they have not been before. 


If the patient is afflifted with a gonorrhœa, the 


_ diſcharge increaſes, and becomes more acrimoni- 


ons, and all the inflammatory ſymptoms increaſe 


_ likewiſe, If the genital parts, or the anus, are 
affected with ſhankerous ulcers, or excreſcences of 


any kind, though theſe ſymptoms are merely local, 
they become more ſtubborn when ſupported by 
an infected ſtate of the blood. The ſame may be 


fad + of buboes, which, after they have been 


opened, . often become ſtubborn callous ulcers. 


If a perſon having had a connection with an in- 
fected party, and receiving the infection, attended 
with all its local ſymptoms, be properly cured, it 
never more returns, without à freſh infection; but. 


if imprudently treated, which is too often the caſe, 


the diſorder will return, probably a long time after, 
not only with fome or all of the former ſymptoms, 


but a tribe of others. A confirmed infection ſhews 
itſelf by numberleſs ſymptoms, of which theſe are 
the moſt common; buboes, ſwelling of the teſti- 


cles, ſhankers in or about the genital parts; ex- 
creſcences of different colours appear on the ſkin ; 
iz. red, yellow, livid, particularly on the breaſt, 


or between the ſhoulders : alſo ſcurfy eruptions, 
with hard callous baſes, appear in the corners of 
the mouth, upon the forehead and temples, and

a hard black ſcab that « comes away in blowing the 
noſe. and is followed by a bloody mucus: at other 
times there is no ſcab at all, but a conſtant oozing 


of a thin ſtinking ſanies. Theſe ulcers often ſpread, 


and rot the alæ, corrode the cartilages, foul the 
ſpongy bones, and quite deſtroy the whole ces

| Together with theſe complaints, and ſometimes | 
precedent to them, the patient is frequently tor- 

mented with violent acute pains in the, head, arms, 
and ſhoulder-blades, ſhins, and joints; they gene- 


rally come on while in bed, and go off towards 
morning: theſe are called nocturnal Pains. | 


Some of theſe pains are wandering and ſaper- 


ficial, others of them are fixed and deep, greatly 


reſembling rheumatic or gouty pains. | 


Many unfortunate people have booted for 
years under the affliction of thole pains, miſtaking 
them for the rheumatiſm and gout, though, on a 
ſtrict enquiry, found to be cauſed by the remains 
of an ill-cured pox; or the effects of mercurials:

To theſs may be added many other diforders; 


which 1lometimes ariſe from a venereal cauſe; ſuch 
as heavineſs of the head attended with pain, palſys, 


convulſions, aſthma, conſumption of the lungs, 
jaundice, dropſy, piles, hectic or intermitting fe- 
vers; alſo ſome diforders incident to women, as 


an ulcer or ſchirrhous tumour of the womb, fre- 
quent abortions, the excluſion of fœtuſes half 


rotten, or overſpread with an univerſal eryſipelas. 
In ſhort, the venereal diſeaſe, in its confirmed 
ſtate, is of ſuch a changeable nature, that it puts 
on the appearance of almoſt every other kind of 
diſorder.

Patients who cannot take a purge in the form of 
a draught, may ule theſe pills, viz. from a ſcruple 
to half a drachm, or two ſcruples of the pill ex 


duobus, or common purging pill of the ſhops, made 


into pills of a middling ſize, and to be taken twice 
a week. Proceeding in this manner, and taking 


the drops three or tour times a day, and a gentle 


doſe of any of theſe purges about twice a week, 


avoiding, at the ſame time, high-ſeaſoned and ſalt 


provifions, or any violent exerciſe, I can with the 
greateſt juſtice affirm, and aſſure the reader, I never 
knew to fail of carrying off all the malignant ſymp- 
roms of a flight injury, in eight, ten, or twelve 
days, without the leaſt inconvenience to the patient. 
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Nor are the cures performed by this mild, 1 I 
may ſay (if we conſider other methods) pleaſant 
remedy, tucceeded by other diſorders, TY ſel- 
dom or ever fail of being the caſe where mercury 
or ſevere purging have been the means made uſe of 
viz. long and {ſtubborn gleets, and often a total re- 
| laxation of the genital parts; diſorders better known f 
than cured. ; 


If the patient 18 affected with a phymoſis, para- 
phymoſis, buboes, ſhankers, chryſtallines, &c. ex- 
ternal applications are abſolutely neceſſary; yet 
they may be contrived in ſuch a manner, that he 
may conduct himſelf with perfect eaſe and ſecrecy. 
Application being made perſonally, or by letter to 
the Doctor, he will preſcribe what is proper on the 

occaſion. Many I have daily under my Care,. W 
before they came to me, let their diſorder run to à 
dangerous length ; their ſituation in life rendering 
it almoſt impoſſible for them to undergo the faſhion: 
able way of treating this complaint, which often ex- 
poies the patient to the diſagreeable circumſtance of 
Not being able to conceal the diſorder. 


Severe purging immediately brings the patient 
to a languid ſtate; for, as the learned Profeſſor 
Boerhaave ſays, there is ſomething poiſonous in 
ſtrong purges, which evidently appears to be the 
caſe by their operation. In the next place, the 
raking of mercurials ſoon gives the patient a moſt 
dreadful obnoxious breath, of a peculiar offenſive- 
neſs; for mercury has often ſo quick an effect on 
ſome conſtitutions, that a ſmall quantity of it will 
have the power immediately to affect the mouth;

As a PETS. a inſtance of the dreadful effects 
of ſtrong mercurials, I refer the reader to the fol- 


lowing caſe. Some years ago 1 was called to a 


lady of a delicate ſtructure, who had been married 


about eight months, and at that time lay in a very 
dangerous ſituation. Her huſband told me, that 


about half a year before his marriage, he had con- 
trated the venereal infection, but of a very mild 


nature, having never perceived any other ſymp- 
| toms than a running, attended with a ſmall heat of 


urine. He ſaid he made'immediate application to 
a certain apothecary, who kept him under a phy- 


ſical diſcipline near five months; at the end of 
which time, having ſtill a running, he uſed an in- 


jection, but was aſſured the infection was certainly 


carried off; which he was induced to believe, by 
the running ſtopping ſoon after the uſe of the in- 
| jection. At this time he was obliged to marry, at 
the particular deſire of his friends; and about ſix 
weeks after, his wife began to complain of a ſevere 
ſmarting at the time of making water, and alſo diſ- 
covered a few ſpecks of matter on her linen : theſe 
ſymptoms daily incfeaſing, a conſternation ſeized 
the unhappy couple. He declared that he was in- 


nocent, and free from any venergal ſymptoms ; but 


in a few days, a {mall ſwelling aroſe in one of his 


groins, which ſhortly appeared a manifeſt bubo, 


The cauſe of his wife's complaint was now eaſily 


to be accounted for: he had never been cured, om

But to return to 
the lady, who found herſelf with child. She could 


not be perſuaded to take any relief during the 


whole time of her pregnancy : however, being de- 
livered, ſhe conſented to take medicines, as ſoon as

quence of which, an apothecary was called in (the 
furgeon who cured the huſband, belonging to the 
army, was gone to join his regiment.) The apo- 
thecary proceeded after the uſual method, giving 


mercury hand-over-head, until his patient was 
brought to a ſtate which he confeſſed, 8 | 
* more aſſiſtance than he was able to give.” Her 


head, chaps, gums, tongue, eyes, &c. were : ſwelled 
to a prodigious ſize, and the diſcharge of faliva ex- 
tremely trifling. She knew no one, and raved in- 
ceſſantly. In this ſituation I found her, and really 
it ſomewhat perplexed me: however, as there was 
no time to be loſt, I began to expel the mercury 
with as much expedition as the caſe would admit 


of. In a few days I was ſo happy as to find the 
dangerous ſymptoms much abated, the ſwelling - 


being a good deal decreaſed, and the delirium only 
at intervals. In about ten or twelve days all dan- 
ger was partly over, but the patient was reduced 
extremely low : therefore as ſoon as the caſe would 


permit, I introduced my medicines, which, in about 


five weeks, performed what is expected from a 


ſalivation, without being attended with any of 


the diſagrecable and dangerous circumſtances ; fo 
that my patient wanted nothing. now to reinſtate 
her in her former health, but a little proper nouriſh- 
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It evidently appears, from the caſe of this hide, 8 
hom cautious we ſhould be in giving mercury to 
patients whoſe conſtitutions we are ſtrangers to. 
In ſome people, a few grains will have the moſt ſur- 
prizing effect. I have known a perſon thrown into 
a ſpitting, merely by papering a quantity of mer- 


curial plaiſter. In others, I have known it uſed 
both internalfy. and externally, to a quantity almoſt 


Incredible, without ſhewing the leaſt ſymptom of 


ſalivation : therefore it is evident how cautious we 
ſhould be in adminiſtering a medicine ſo uncertain 
in its operation, Morcover, the complaints it 
leaves after it are often as diſtreſſing as the diſorder 
for which it was adminiſtered, as I have obſerved 
before : violent acute pains in the head or limbs are 


frequently the reſult of taking mercury. 


An ancient writer, in a differtation on this diſ. 
order, among other caſes where mercury has been 
prejudicial, relates one, in theſe words: A man 
<« infected with the venereal diſeaſe was put under 


« an internal courſe of mercurials; but after the 


ce ſecond or third doi one of his inteſtines burſt, | 
of which he dicd.” 


By an njadicious uſe of it, whether outwardly 


applied, or inwardly taken, the nerves are likewiſe 
affected, whence ſpaſms, palſies, and too great an 
attenuation of the fluids, which often bring on a 
fatal ſalivation, ulcers in the mouth and throat, and

Mercury e Al is, however, | 
undoubtedly a moſt: cxcellent medicine: it opens. 
the pores, imall veſſels, and ducts of the glands; 


reſolves obſtructed humours, attenuates thoſe which

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are too thick and viſcid, eloeriatly the lymph. On 
all theſe accounts, it is found of ſingular ſervice in 
tumours, ſwelled glands, a ſchirrhous ſpleen, me- 
fentery, or liver, ganglious ſtruma, and other fuch 
difcaſes. | | 

Many ſingular good properties mercury is s pof. 
ſeſſed of: at the ſame time, if it is not uſed with 
the greateſt accuracy, eſpecially in venereal com- 
plaints, it ſhould be dreaded as much as arſenic ; 
and | cannot avoid ſaying, F have ſeen many ſafe 
and effectual cures performed without it. For my 
own part, I have utterly renounced the internal uſe 
of it in the venereal diſeaſe (except in ſome parti- 
cular caſes), which reſolution I can never deviate 
from, while I am ſo happy as to have diſcovered a 
method which has had ſuch ſucceſs.
